Claim 19 (Currently Amended) A computer program product residing on a non-transitory 
computer readable medium having instructions stored thereon for generating a code generation 
report from a simulatable block diagram model comprising a plurality of graphical elements, the 
simulatable block diagram model provided in a modeling environment, the instructions when 
executed by one or more processors cause the one or more processors to: 
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create a source model representation of the block diagram model in a first language; 

generate source code in a second language from the source model representation, the 
second language being distinct from the first language, the generated source code including at 
least one comment in the second language that includes a block path, the block path identifying a 
section of the source model representation represented in the first language that corresponds to a 
block in the block diagram model; 

generate a code generation report from the generated source code, the generating of the 
code generation report parsing the at least one comment in the generated source code to identify 
the block path and replacing at least a portion of the at least one comment with at least one 
hyperlink that refers to an element of the block diagram model corresponding to the section of 
the source model representation identified by the block path, the hyperlink linking from the code 
generation report to the element of the block diagram model, the hyperlink comprising a 
command that is executable in the modeling environment, the command relating to the element 
in the block diagram model; and 

display the code generation report to a user.
